Also taught are 
methods and apparatus for connection of neck portion's of a pour bottle(transfer 
cohtainers/dispensers/receivers) and* a canister lid. Also taught are variable kit combinations, and 
potentially pre-packaged, pre-sterilized in variable combinations comprising a suction wand(kit- 
option) , conduit, bottle neck plug, filter, compartment communication draw transfer conduit. Such 
variable kits may be pre-selected pre-sterilized, separately packaged to integrate into sterile 
surgical processes in a convenient manner.
